Compensation Act 


COLUMBUS, Jane 
12.—The 


state supreme court today, by a 
rote of four to three, overruled 
three previous decisions of 
the 
court under which the workmen's 
compensation law had been admin- 
istered, and widened the latitude 
under 
which 
independent suit 
might be brought by Injured em- 
ployes. 
The supreme court today 
held that a "lawful 
requirement 
under the act includes laws 
re- 


quiring a general course of con- 
duct embodying general duties and 
obligations of care and caution." 
Bans Wilful Negligence. 
In its former decisions, the su- 


preme court held that the act of 
negligence on the part of the em- 
ployer must be wilful, definite or 
specific. 
The new ruling also de- 
clares that the question whether 
a machine "is a dangerous ma- 
chine is a question of fact for the 
jury/' 
Judges Marshall, Wanamaker, 


Allen and Day concurred In the de- 
cision. 
Judges Robinson, 
Jones 


and Matthias dissented. 
The ruling was handed down in 


the case of the Ohio Sprinkler Co. 
versus Hannah Fedder, appealed 
from the Mahoning county courts. 


One of Miss Fedder's thumbs 


was crushed -under a punch press, 
necessitating 
amputation, 
the 
sprinkler company was a contribu- 
tor to the workmen's compensation 
fund, but Miss Fedder brought in- 
dependent suit for compe"c"fif>'n 
basing her action upon a claim of 
failure to comply with a lawi u» 11- 
quirement. She charged that the 
punch press waa improperly guard- 
ed. 
Affirms Appeal* Court. 
The common pleas court held 


there was no violation of a lawful 
requirement. The appellate court 
reversed, holding that there was 
some evidence tbat the punch press 
was a dangerous machine. The ap- 
pellate court also ruled that the 
question whether the press 
was 
dangerous was not a question for 
the Jury. The decision of the su- 
preme court affirms that of the 
court of appeals. 
j 
Defines New Baling. 
The majority opinion of the su- 


preme court todaj as written by 
Judge Florence Allen, states that 
"a lawful requirement, within the 
meaning of the workmen's com- 
pensation act, 
includes 
statutes 


and ordinances, lawful orders of 
duly authorized 
officers, 
specific 


and definite requirements consti- 
tuted by law and laws which re- 
quire a general course of care and 
caution, which enlarge, or change, 
tbe common law in that regard, \fl- 
cludtag requirements relating to 
tbe safety of the place of employ- 
moat and to the furnishing and 
use of devlcse, safeguards, methods 
add processes designed 
for 
the 
reasonable protection of tbe life, 
bealtb, safety and welfare of em- 
ploye*."

Andy ran one-eighth of a mile 
to the Elyria road where he stop- 
ped an automobile and urged the 
driver to take him to the hospital.

$1500 worth of explosives were

plosion. The fire was still burning 
late this afternoon and the loss may 
total 93000.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—The 


Sherman ant! trust law. which for 
a score of years has been the bogey 
of "big business" m America, has 
been dealt a -staggering blow by the 
decision of ttie United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals, sitting in St 
Paul, permitting the consolidation 
of the Southern and Central Paci- 
fic Railroads, government officials 
admitted today. 


There was evident in Washing- 
ton today a great deal of confusion 
as to just how far the court's de- 
cision goes in nullifying the famous 
statute under which literally thou- 
sands of suits have been fought 
since it was written on the law 
books years ago. The government's 
legal experts today were buisily en- 
gaged in studying- the decision 


LAWS Conflict 


The ultimate effect of the de- 
cision will be, according to the con- 
census of opinion in legal circles, 
that the government will have to 
appeal to the United States supreme 
court to decide what is tbe supreme 
law of the land—the Sherman law, 
or the transportation act of 1920. 


It is the opinion of no less a le- 
gal authority than James M. Beck, 
solicitor general of the govern- 
ment, that the transportation act 
of 1»20 nullifies the moat impor- 
tant provisions of the Sherman law, 
as it affects railroads 
Less than a year ago the supreme 
court ordered the Southern Pacific 
to "divest itself" of control and 
stock ownership in the Central Pa- 
cific- on the ground that such con- 
trol of one competing railroad by 
another constituted a monopoly 
within the meaning of the Sherman 
law. 


Now comes the circuit court of 
appeals in St. Paul, deciding that 
under the transportation act of 
1920 
the Southern Pacific has the 
tight to acquire control of the Cen- 
tral Pacific if It can obtain the con- 
sent of the interstate commerce 
commission. 
That permission al- 
ready has been obtained

"The one redeeming feature of the commit-

tee's report is the intimation that it is not final. 


-I-., The forces^of organized religion in America are

A further report is due from the Iron & Steel In- 


:stitute—a report of a very different tenor. 


"The Steel Institute's Committee finds that 


there are 'questions of high importance' involved

in this whole matter, which, they assert, 'affect 
the pecuniary interest of the great public, which 
includes but is not confined to employers and em- 
ployees.' 


"This divorce between the 'moral,' or 'social', 


elements of a problem and its economic .aspects 
runs counter to the teachings of religion. It ex- 
alts a misconceived 'law of supply and demand' 
to a position of equal authority with the law of 
justice. It excuses inhumanities in the name of 
economic necessity."
